PARTITION OF IRELAND 
Editor of The Townsman: 

The article in your “Views of 
the News” column about the 
partition of Ireland is not care- 
fully accurate. It makes the par- 
tition originate from the attitude 
of “Ulster, the block of six north- 
ern Protestant counties.” 

I do not know how important 
it is that the name Ulster then 
meant, and always had meant, 
nine counties, and has never of- 
ficially meant anything else, tho 
popularly the present six-county 
body is nicknamed Ulster. 

What is more important is that 
Northern Ireland is not, and 
never was, a block of six Pro- 
testant counties. County Fer- 
managh has a Catholic majority, 
and I think it is the only one. 
There never has been a chance 
given for each county to vote 
whether it wished to be a part of 
Northern Ireland or of the Re- 
public of Eire. Such a chance 
ought to be given. 

Of course all the reports about 
secret motives of any politicians 
anywhere are more of less un- 
certain. But it was said that the 
Northern Irish politicians who en- 
gineered the split did not want 
to include the whole of Ulster 
(the nine counties) for fear it 
would give a _ total majority 
against separation, and they did 
not want to confine the separated 
area to the counties with an act- 
ual Protestant majority for fear 
the people would agree with each 
other so well that they might 
turn their bosses out of power. 

So they drew the. boundaries 
to take in the six counties in 
order that they might have a 
total majority against union with 
Eire, but might have a population 
inharmonious enough so that it 
could not get together on any 
other set of leaders. I do not 
know what they have ever done 
to disprove that gossip. 

My neighbors know that I am 
a Protestant. But I am in favor 
of letting the people of each area 
(including County Fermanagh) 
choose for themselves what gov- 
ernment they will be under.

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ELIMINATING A TRAFFIC HAZARD 


Action of the selectmen in voting to ask the state to take over 
that part of Main street adjoining Phillips academy is a sound 
move and in accord with the suggestion made by The Townsman 
a few months ago for rémoval of the grass plot that juts out into 
the street to form a bottleneck for the flow of heavy traffic on 
Route 28. 

Once the location of a tumout for the old trolley cars it was 
landscaped when the tracks were removed, and enclosed with a 
curb which shut out vehicular traffic. This abruptly narrowed 
Main street, which at Chapel avenue is 66 feet, to a highway that 
suddenly limits the travelled way to 33 feet. 

Consideration of the traffic hazard that exists there has been 
before town meetings in the past but never got beyond the dis- 
cussion stage. 

Trustees of Phillips academy are interested in any method of 
improving the traffic flow on Main street near the campus. As 
far back as 1932 they had a study made and plans prepared by 
an engineering firm which visualized a full-width highway divided 
by three narrow traffic islands for the safety of the hundreds of 
pedestrians who cross there daily. 

By the state taking over that part of the street between Wheeler 
street and the point where the state highway now ends opposite 
the Memorial tower a remedy for the bad traffic conditions seems 
to be in sight. 

Police and other town officials are in agreement that some im- 
provement is needed: there and elimination of the grass plot seems 
to be the most effective solution of the problem.

What is “Bipartisan Spirit”? 

What precisely is a “bipartisan 
spirit in foreign policy”? Presum- 
ably an effort to formulate a for- 
eign policy that serves the best 
interests of this country. And the 
formulation of such an objective 
is by no means easy. Since we 
know that Soviet communism is 
our greatest danger it should be 
possible to figure out a common 
stand against Russia. Apparently 
Mr. Gabrielson has a formula. Is 
it a-solution? The Republican 
party would substitute “an all- 
American foreign policy regard- 
less of party.” 
What “Free World”? 

The presumption must then be 
that our present foreign policy is 
only “part-American” or even 
“un-American.” So we’d like to 
know first what is meant by an 
“all-American policy.” And since 
we shall be voting pretty soon, we 
really ought to be told just what 
the Republicans have in mind. 
And what is Mr. Gabrielson’s 
brand of foreign policy designed 
to do? ‘Assure peace with justice 
in a free world.” Just a minute! 
Are we discussing an ideal world 
or a practical one? Are we formu- 
lating foreign policy for the world 
we'd like to live in or for the one 
we actually do live in? What 
“free world’? The one of Com- 
munist Russia, Czechoslovakia, 
Yugoslavia, Red China, a divided 
Germany? Is that part of the 
free world? Perhaps ‘free-for- 
all” would be nearer the truth. 
For this business of foreign policy 
is a brutal one. It would be quite 
something to see Mr. Gabrielson 
bargaining with the Russians on a 
basis of ‘justice’ for a “free 
world.” For that kind of world 
is precisely what the Russians 
don’t want. Their whole foreign 
policy is directed squarely against 
it. 
Free—If It Is Strong 

This matter of foreign policy is 
less a question of what we'd like 
than what we can get. We've 
tried one method, that of dealing 
with the Russians on a basis of 
mutual respect and cooperation. 
Nothing wrong with that if it 
could guarantee a_ respectable 
peace. And because Mr. Acheson, 
along with practically everyone 
else, tried that method he isn’t to 
be blamed because it failed.
